telegraphy, but it is not thought that these 
have been successful. The Marconi wire- 
less telegraph station on the English 
coast was reached by cablegram and in- 
structed to send out wireless messages to 
the Kaiser Wilhelm, but nothing has yet 
been heard as to the results of these at- 
tempts.

HUSBAND-BEATIN

Chief Swingley Mounts Hose 
Reel and Goes On to Fire, Leav- 
ing Wreck. 


The activity and presence of mind of Ben 
Swingley. a son of the Chief. of the Fire 
Department, saved him from probable fatal 
injury under the heels of a frightened, 
prancing horse Sunday night, when — the 
Chief's automobile ran into the animal, 
which was one of the team attached to No. 
6 engine at Cass avenue and Ninth street. 
Swingley was thrown from the rear seat 
over the head of the chauffeur as the auto 
was brought to a sudden stop, and shot 
under the body of the horse, whose fore- 
feet were on the hood of the auto. AS 
Swingley went under the body of the horse 
he caught the traces and held to. them, 
pulling himself the next instant safe out 
of reach of the plunging hoofs. He was 
only slightly bruised. 

The accident was due to the fact that 
each machine made so much nojse with 
its own gong that its occupants could not 
hear the alarm given by .the other, and 
the fact. that the driver of the engine chose 
an unusual route. 

The Chief's auto was going east to the 
fire at Main and Collins streets; the en- 
gine was going north on Ninth street to 
the No. 9 engine house, at Bighth and 
Mullanphy streets. The auto was going 
at a 20-mile speed. The engine was going 
much faster than was necessary, as it was 
not going to the ftfre.

BLAZING BALES OF HAY 
FELL ON FIREMEN. 


It is expected that the fire at the hay 
warehouse of George F. Caruthers at Main 
and Clinton streets, In which two firemen 
were injured and others imperiled Sunday 
night, will burn two days before it is fin- 
ally extinguished. 

The fire was discovered at 8:25 p. m. 

Sunday. It had started in one corer 
of the one-story structure, which was 
packed tu the roof with baled hay. 
Lieut, John F. Scarrett and Mitchell 
Ratigan of Hook and Ladder Company No. 
2 were dragging a line of hose along the 
roadway through the center of the build- 
ing, and Capt. Adolph Hartmann, Lieut. 
Howard Ennis, Charles Milke and John 
Cleary of No. 6 truck were on the roof 
when it collapsed. 

The bales of hay on either side of the 
roadway tumbled over on Scarrett and 
Ratigan.. The men on the roof fell on top 


of the hay. They esca with bruises and 
Immediately set rk to rescue the 
two.

He found Ratigan and the fire- 
men found Scarrett, and they were carried 
out. Ratigan’s leg was. broken in two 
places, his back was hurt.and it is thought 
th@t he has internal injuries.

That is the province of 
the Sheriff and the Prosecuting Attorney of 
the county. I forbade the minstrel parade 
because it might disturb religious worship.”’ 

Sheriff Waldo P. Himes says he Js fully 
aware of the disregard of the Sunday clos- 
ing Jaw by St. Charles saloon Keepers. 

“But I do not believe that law was made 
to be enforced only in spots,’’ he says. ‘'l 
do not believe it is the province of the state 
officers to close saloon in certain places and 
leave them open in certain other places. 

“As soon as I can be,convinced that the 
Sunday closing law is being generally en- 
foreed, I shall close the saloons in St. 
Charles. I can do it in one minute. 

Prosecuting Attorney Theodore C. Bruere 
gays he is no detective and is not supposed 
to know whether the saloons are open or 
closed. 

“Tf the Atorney-General will come down 
here from Jefferson City and file specific 
information that the saloons are violating 
the Sunday closing or any other state law, 
or if I am otherwise given official notice 
that such is the case, I shall proceed,”’ he 


says, “but I am no sleuth, and it is not my 
duty to go around and find out whether the 
law is being violated. I don't know, offi- 
cially, that the saloons are open on Sun- 
day; therefore, how can I act? And if 1 
did act, 1 doubt ve much whether it 
would be possible to obtain a conviction in 
St. Charles* County.”

FOLLOWED Bt

Increased Committee of Teamsters 
Will Meet With Representa- 
tives of Employers Tonight and 
Endeavor to End Struggle. — 


CHICAGO, May 22.—Following a spread 
of the teamsters’ strike today to the lum- 
ber drivers, came an attempt this after- 
noon to resume peace negotiations in the 
long-drawn-out struggle. 

President Shea and Secretary Reed of the 
Teamsters’ District Council met Levy May- 
er, the employers’ legal representative, and 
sevght to revive the peace negotiations 
that were given a setback by the action of 
the Teamsters’ Joint Council Saturday 
night. 

It was stated that they are attempting 
to find something on which any proposition 
for the adjustment of the trouble could be 
based. Robert T. Thorne of Montgomery, 
Ward & Co, joined the eopference and it 
is said that represeniatives.of 
ccmpanies are to ‘. 

In the presence of the st _Tepresent- 
atives, Attorney Mayer this afternoon said 
that a new committeé of five members of 
the Teamsters’ Joint Council, to be in- 
creased to seven by the addition of Shea 
and Reed, would meet Mr. Mayer at the 
Auditorium Annex tonight to discuss 
further peace plans. . 

The spreading of the teamsters’ strike 
begnn early today. 

Thirty-six teamsters employed by the 
Rittenhouse & Embree Co., lumber deal- 
ers, and four by Edward Hines Lumber 
Co. were the first to be forced into the 
struggle today. 

Through the threatened spread of th« 
strike to all lumber dealers, every branch 
of the building industry in Chicago is today 
facing paralysis. There are only 800 team- 
sters employed by lumber. firms, but 8) 
close are the relations between them and 
other unions engaged in hauling building 
material that strikes in nearly every de- 
partment of the building industry are ex- 
pected. 

Indirectly dependent on the - building 
material teamsters today hangs the em- 
ployment of nearly 100,000 men in yards, 
mills, factories and on construction work.

It is asserted that: Mr. Reckefeller has 
never felt at ease at Bay Pond since the 
assassination in February, 1903, of Orlando 
P. Dexter, on his fine preserve, not far 
from the Standard Oil magnate's. It is 
deciared that he has never ceased in his 
efforts to detect Dexter's murderer—some 
woodsman, whose shot pierced the heart 
of Dexter, as he rode behind his record 
trotter, Alga, on the road on his estate.

Last Friday Speaker Cannon went gun- 
ning for the ‘“‘opens market” policy which 
had been laid down by the President and 
Mr. Taft. He told them it would give 
the Democrats better campaign material 
| than they had had in many year’ and work 
ruin to the Republicans. He urged that it 
be left to Congress to say whether or not 
American markets should be favored, even 
| at a difference in price, and that until then 
only such supplies as were immediately 
needed be bought and with preference for 
domestic concerns whenever possible. 

Mr. Cannon's arguments were presented 
at the Cabinet meeting and the adminis- 
tration yielded to them. After the Cabi- 
net meeting it was officially announced 
that the program had been changed to con- 
form with Mr. Canngn’s views. It stated 
that the modification was a ‘‘concession to 
the stand-patters."’ Mr. Cannon claimed, 
in private conversation, that it was a com- 
plete victory. 

Last night a statement was issued from 
the War Department proclaiming ‘that 
there has not been the slightest change in 
policy and all statements to the contrary 
have no foundation whatever.” It added, 
however. that ‘no little amusement has 
been created by the attempt to show that 
under pressure there has been an altera- 
tion in policy.” «

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MUST OBTAIN CIVIL 
MARRIAGE LICENSES 


Domestic Peace of Austrian Jews 
in New. York Upset by Rul- 
ing of Magistrate’s Court. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 22.—Domestic peacé 
has been shattered in the big colony of 
Austrian Jews on the Bast Side. Wives and 
husbands are amazed by what they regard 
as the cruelty of the law, and mothers 
often weep over their children. 

The causeof this consternation fs a de- 
cision made.by Magistrate Barlow last 
week to the effect that marriages per- 
formed in Austria by a rabbi, without a 
civil Geremony, are illegal. Thousands of 
couples In the colony were joined by rabbis 
and who had never heard of the Austrian 
law requiring state sanctity of the marriage 
contract. 

The case which Magistrate Barlow de- 
cided wae that of Mrs. Peppi Schlosser, 
who had her husband, Samuel Schlosser, 
arranged on a charge of abandonment. Mrs. 
Schlosser said that she was married six 
years ago in Limberg, Austria, by a rabbi. 

Leon Korybski, who said he represented 
the Austrian Consul, appeared for the hus- 
band and argued that there had been no 
marriage because no civil license had been 
obtained. He expounded the Austrian law 
and the Magistrate _ dismissed the. com- 
pleint. F

bills during the closing days of the last 
General Assembly has been discovered. 
Last Friday it was found that by the 
cleyer manipulation of a pen knife a $35, - 
000 appropriation for the heating plant at 
the University of Illinois haa been prac- 
tically wiped out; now it turns out that 
an entire section of the same Dill was 


cropped, 

The section in question was one which 
Gov. Deneen had insisted should go into 
all appropriation bills for the state inati- 
tutions. It was designed as a check upon 
the trustees and provided for a detailed, 
statement of all receipts and expendi- 
tures precedent to withdrawal of money 
from the State treasury. It also provided 
that the appropriation should be drawn 
quarterly upon presentation of the - re- 
quired etatement and not to be taken from 
the treasury ina lump sum. It was known 
as the ‘Trailer.’’ 

Among the trustees of the institutions 
which had been in the habit of drawing the 
appropriations at the beginning of the fis- 
cal year and depositing them with local 
banks, “the trailer’ ‘was not a popular 
piece of legislation. It is probable that it 
would have been knocked out of all the 
bills but for the well-known fact that 
the Governor was back of it, and trustees 
who .were dependent upon him for reap- 
pointment were afraid to provoke a fight 
with him. 

With the University Board things were 
different. This board is elected by the = 
people, and, while the Governor is an ex- 
officio member of it, he fs not in position 
to dominate its policy. Lobbyists for the 
University appropriation made no secret of 
their opposition to the “trailer” while the

When Section Disappeared. 


So far as the Legislature was conce 
and so far as the general public cow te 
trailer’’ was in -the bill when it went 
through the Senate, but an examination of 
the records discloses the fact that this im- 
portant feature was eliminated somewhere 
along the lime between the time the bill 
left the House Clerk's office and reached 
ts destination. 

Chairman QGardner of the Senate Com- 
inittee on Appropriations had control of 
the bill while it. was in conference. He 
says the subject of the ‘“‘trailer’’ was not 
under discussion in the Conference Com- 
tnittee at ull. It may have been taken out 
prior to the meeting of the committee. 
This could have been done without attract- 
ing aiy particular attention, for the bill 
did nut reach conference until the last 
night of the session, when the committee 
was rushed with work. 

The provision of the appropriation bills 
which has been dubbed ‘the trailer’’ is a 
radical departeure from the o!'d sections 
on this subject. These provided simply 
that the appropriation could be drawn 
upon a ‘warrant fseued by the Auditor, 
and the Auditor was compelled to issue 
the warrant for the full appropriation, on 
the order of the Board of Trustees, signed 
by the president and secretary. 


University Lobby Uncovered. 


The recent session of the Legislature 
brought to light a university trust for leg- | 
islative lobbying. Graduates for many years 
back from eVery department are listed and | 
throughout the General Assembly were fur- 
nished with letters in blank form, with 
which they flooded the members from their 
individual districts. These letters, petitions 
and telegrams insisted that the member 
support the university appropriation Dill 
as it was printed, without change or amend- 
ment.

President Roosevelt owes a public apology to the hogs for the 
bad quarter of an hour he gave them when he insisted that 
they must take their feet out of the trough. 

The mere modification of the Panama Canal order is not in 
itself sufficient atonement, and with the apology should go as- 
surance that there will be no repetition of the offense, It is 
an imposition on the good nature of the hungry hog to com- 
pel him to leave a full trough to discipline a hasty and im- 
pulsive President of the United States.. However, Mr. Roose- 
velt seems to have been sufficiently chastened to make him 
“safe and sane” on the tariff question for months to come. 

Some of the President’s admirers are probably wondering 
why the Panama Canal order was issued in the first place, if 
the administration was to hoist the white flag without firing 
another shot. Surely it would have been more dignified, to 
say nothing whatever about the open market than to back 
down as soon as the challenge was accepted. Had the order 
not been issued at all the administration would be much bet- 
ter off. It would have been spared the humiliating surrender, 
and its subjection to the high tariff interests would not have 
been so conspicuously advertised. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s attitude toward tariff questions can be ac- 
counted for only on the theory that he has no convictions on 
the subject. When the President has convictions he usually 
has the courage of them. 

The result of each one of the President’s little assaults upon 
the tariff is a net gain for the stand-pat element. Every time 
he surrenders they grow more arrogant. They see plainly 
that he thinks they are stronger than he is, and they make the 
most of their knowledge. The President makes a bad nfatter 
worse when he boldly nails his open market thesis on the 
church door one day only to reeant and do penan¢e the next 
day. :

The regular annual estimate of the na- 
tion's drink bill, as made by the American 
Grocer, indicates an increasing use of stim- 
ulants in the aggregate as well as per cap- 
ita. This gain is greatest in the alcoholic 
beverages, notably in beer, the per capita 
use of which increased 0.2% gallons within 
one year, while that of spirits was only 0.02 
gallons more. 

The total estimated retail cost of stimu- 
lants to consumers for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1904, was $1,498,622,715, of which 
$1,277.727.199 went for alcoholic drinks. The 
annual average -— for five years, 1990-190, 
‘Was $1,364,248, 236. 

The record shows a per capita expenditure 
for all sorts of stimulants by the 81,752,000 
inhabitants of the United States in 1904 of 
$18.33, or $91.65 for each family of five per- 
sons. That is equivalent to one glass of 
beer every day for each one of the popu- 
lation—-certainly far from an immoderate 
use of alcoholic atimulants. 

The per capita cost of coffee, tea and 
cocoa was $2.70, against $15.68 for alcoholic 
beverages, as compared with $2.61 spent for 
non-alcoholic stimulants and $15.54 for 
spirituous malt liquors in 1908.

Dr. Fisher, Famous Pittsburg 
Practitioner, Succumbs to an 


Abscess on the Brain. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PITTSBURG, Pa, May 2.—Dr. Erwin 
Fischer is dead, after sleeping or dozing 
for five weeks. 
It has been just five weeks since the 
eminent practitioner, worn out by weaks 


of hard work in trying to keep down the 
spread of cerebro spinal meningitis. sunk 
into a state of coma, from which he never 
fully aroused. 

Dr. Karl Emmerling, Dr. Fischer's fam- 
ily physician, assisted by several other 
physicians, performed an autopsy and re- 
moved the brain of the dead physician. Dr. 
Emmerling said: 

‘We found on the brain of Dr. Fischer 
a large abscess of most peculiar formation, 
which was responsible for the remarkable 
state of coma into which he fell and con- 
tinued until his death.”’ 

Dr. Fischer had a large practice among 
wealthy families. He graduated from the 
University of Tubingen, Germany, in 1887, 
and had practiced in Pittsburg for 15 years.
